Last Winter's Famine Drove the Idians 
to Kill and Eat Their 
Fellows. 


Tales of cannibalism, whelesale mur- 
Ger, awful privation and famine and 
deadly feuds among the natives of 
northeastern Canada, between the east- 
ern shore of James’ Bay and Labrador, 
are brought back by J. A. Osborne, edi- 
tor of The Fort Francis ‘Times, who has 
just completed a trip of exploracden in 
that desolafe, uninviling country, says 
the New York Herald, 

While at Moose Factory, Mr. Osborne 
met a young mun who fled there in ter- 


ror of his uncle, whe, he suid, had 
killed and eaten eight human beings. 


There, too, he saw a woman wlio nuled 
and ate her two children last winter, so 
great was the farnine. This luck of food 
primarily was brought about bythe fact 
that the woods seemed alimosi ,entirely 
Without the usual number of deer and 
rabbits, upon which animals the natives 
ordinarily subsist.

emanscren sun AND STORIES 





The Most,.Popular of Judges, Though 
Feared—At the Bar He Was a 
Terror in Cross-examination. 


Bul for the obituary notices accom- 
panying. the announcement of his death, 
not many people would have realisod 
thet in the passing-of Lord Brampton 
England had lost one of the greateat 
Judges of the nineteenth century, one 
whose name fer thirty years was a 
houseliold word throughout the land. 
Sir Henry Hawkins, or “Hawkins,” as 
he was familiarly called, was not only 
the most nuted Judge of his time, but 
also the most popular, and the mdst 
feared. A more remarkable figure, in- 
deed, never adorned the British Bench. 
Merciless in his punishment of crime, 
especially that of murder, he became 
known as “ihe hanging Judge,” and yet 
ul heart he was one of the,most hu- 
mane of men, and off the Bench a most 
genial companion. His detestation of 
cruninals was equalled only by his tove 
of wnimals, and, while he would hang 
a man unmoved, he could not bear the 
sight of a dog being cruelly treated. 
Yerribly severe in his manner when the 
occasion demanded, he was yet the soul 
of humor. People thought him heart- 
less but secretly admired his fearless- 
mess; and when they weP@hot shudder- 
tng at his sentences they were laugh- 
‘These conflicting imn- 
pressions of the man and Judge were 
traceable to his possession of a com- 
bination of qualities not usually associ- 
ated in one individual. 


A MAN OF VARIED INTERESTS. 


Sir Henry Hawkins was a man of 
varicd interests. A great lawyer and 
ai upright Judge, he was also, in the 
words of a fvlous contemporary, “a 
seer of men id things, a distinguished 
member af uw Jockey Club, a good 
Bportsman, ane man of the world.” 
Above all he hud what too many Judges 
lack, a remarhkavle knowledge of hu- 
nan nature, a matter of fact his 
repufation a hanging Judge” would 
he more ds .) substantiate than 
the qualities mude him popular. 
Severe he uly diy was, but it was 
because he rece: | criminals, and par- 
ticularly murder i+. us the enemies of 
society. “I was uever hard to a@ prison- 
er.” he once wrote, “The least circum- 
stance in mitigation found in me a 
hearty reception, but cruelty in man cr 
woman, an unflinching Judge.” A guilly 
prisoner knew that if “old Hawkins” 
was on the Bench it was all up with 
him, But while hardened criminals 
quailed before his lash and were visil- 
e! by condign punishment, there were 
many oceasions on which Sir Henry's 
humane and Juman* qualities Ughtened 
the gloom of courtroom tragedy and 
proved him to be a man of the most 
genuine sympathy. 

A TERROR IN CROSS-EXAMINATION. 


Called to the Bar in 1843, Hawkins 
quickly edrned a reputation as a law- 
yer gifled with extraordinary powers &S 
a cross-examiner, In that capacity he 
had scarcely an equal is the profession 
and many stories are told of how he 
Beored off witnesses. His manner of 
cross-¢xamination was pretty accurate- 
i: described in his “Reminiscences.” 
“When I cume across a really good 
rogue,’ he wrote, “I 
though I had hooked a salmon, I let 
him have a litte line now and then 
end a little air, and then he would take 
@ plunge into dcep water. -But he never 
gol away if I could help it.” It was 
seldom that he had the worst of an en- 
ccunteég wilh a witness, but on one oc- 
casion he searly met his mateh.

A POWER ON THE BENCH, 


Offered a Judgeship in 1874, Hawkins 
declined to give up his practice, but 
two years later, when the offer was re 
peated, he accepted it, and became & 
Judge of the Exchequer Court, with 
the title of Sir’ Henry Hawkins, His 
frst great trial was the celebrated 
Penge murder case, and it was said at 
the time thatthe great sensatioa which 
that case caused was almost oversha- 
dowed by the realigation that “a new 
power had come upon the Bench.” It 
was in consequence of his stubborn re- 
fusal to be swayed by public sentiment 
in his conduct of the trial that Sir 
Henry was dubbed “the hanging Judge,” 
and the name stuck to Itim throughout 
his long career. One of his char- 
acteristics was his oulspokenness, and 
when he went on circuit the newspapers 
devoted more space to his,observations 
sometimes than to the evidence. While 
scme Judges on circuit discoursed to the}. 
Gaund Jury on foreign relations, tur- 
rips or the state of trade, Sir Henry 
had frequently something to say about 
the miserable condition of the quarters 
assigned to his Majesty's Judges. 


A MATTER FOR CONGRATULATION. 


On one occasion he congratulated the 
jury, “net only on there being so few 
prisoners, but also on the fact that 
you are not holding an inquest on our 
bodies.’ 

Sir Henry was very impatient with 
leng-winded counsel., One = oiraclatt 
“wig and gown” had been cross-exaim- 
jaing a witness for an hour and a lialf, 
and was Commencing to put another 
quéstion at the stroke of four, when the 
court usually adjourned. “To-morrow 
morning, Mr.--—, at 10.30,” quietly C- 
served Sir Henry. “we will hear the re- 
inainder of that question, and the whole 
of the answer.” And with that he 
closed his book and. retirei, leaving 
counsel to take the hint.

Sir Henry had no great respect for 
persons, who irritated him by their 
cbsequicusness. Asked by one of the 
“loth” whether he had any favorite 
motto, the Judge replied that he had 
three. The. first was “Never fret”; the 
second, “Never say anything you think 
will be disagreeable to other persons,’ 
and the third, “Never do anything 
which you feel will be disagreeable to 
yourself.” The parson expressed him- 
self delighted with these sentiments, 
und added, “I should -be delighted, my 
Lard, to put your advice into practice 
at the earliest opportunity.”

Prof. T. J.-J, See has wrilten a me-| 


moir on the cooling of the earth and 
ilie ‘theory of earthquakes held by the 
aucients. In part the memoir is a fur- 
ther elaboration. @f the paper, publish- 
ed last March by Prof. See to show 
that earthquakes are due primarily lo 
the leakage of the ocean's bottonr. 
For almost a century scientists gen- 
erally have h@ld that the earth is cool: 
ig, and therefore slowly coptracting. 
In this way they explain earthquakes 
und mountain formations, Now comes 


| Prof, See with an elaLorate argument 


more exhaustive than that of Lord Kel- 
vin, tending to show that the effects of 
secular cooling of the globe are insen- 
sible, and totally, denying the contrac- 
tron of the earth. 

Prof. See’s memoirs may be sumar- 
ized as follows: The earth’s temperature 
has an elliptical distribution within, be- 
Ing about 8,800 degrees Fahrenheit al 
the centre, and falling off toward the 
surface, where it is zero, As the earth 
siowly cooled, the crust was the only 
part which experienced an appreciable 
fall in temperature. 


HENCE THE CRUST IS THIN, 


with a thickness of not more than ».wven- 
ty miles, which agrees with the copth 
deduced from the study of the world 
shaking earthquakes. The great earth. 
quakes originate at the depth of about 
twenty miles. and none is known Of a 
depth exceeding™forty miles, 

As the earthquakes all have superfi- 
cial origin, and no shakes have a deeper 
source, it follows that there is no deep 
seated contraction of dhe earth. Con- 
sequently all changes in the crust are 
due to ordinary earthquakes, and te 
no other cause, 

Secular cooling is infinitely slow, and 
affects only the crust. whereas world 
shaking earthquakes proceed from he 
luyer just beneath the crust. As earth- 
quakes cccur mainly along the sea- 
Coast. they cannot depend on secular 
cooling, but must be due fo the expul- 
sion of lava from beneath the oceans, 

Hence great earthquakes are not due 
to secular cooling at all, but to the Jeak- 


age of the oceans. which praduces 
steam beneath the erust,. ‘This eventu- 
ally pushes aut the sides and raises 


mountains along the casts. 

As the effects of secular cooling are 
insensible, it follows that the earth 
net contructing., as held in the books

When he had cleared up the lot he 
said I had $10.25 coming to me. 

“At first I thought he was doing me, 
but he was wok Ile showed me a 
dozen or so Italian coins that had been 
demonetized and were worth about 40 
cents on the dollar. There was a nice 
little pile of counterfeits that were not 
worth a cent, and altogether only 
about a third of the coins that I 
brought home were worth their full 
value, 

“The only consolation I had was that 
I thanked my stars I am in the insur 
ance business and not in the exchange 
business, for my poor little” brair 
conld not carry half the things that! 
those fellows have to remember.” 

The man with the coins did not ex 
aggerate, There are thousands of dif 
ferent coins flouting about that a 
money changer has ‘to know. He has 
to keep in mind every de »monetized 
coin made within the last hundred 
years. 

In addition to that, there are counter- 
feits, The immigrants bring over heaps 
of bad coins. Mauy of them buy up 
counterfeits cheap, with the hope of 
exchanging them at Ellis istand. 

Then there are the coins of the South 
American countries. They are worse 
than those of the European countries. 
Brazil, for instance, has a scheme all 
its own. Certaiu notes are good for ten 
years. After th: at time-for every year 


they lose 10 per cent of their face 
value until the whole value is used up 
and they are worth only the paper 


they are printed on. 
AS one man expressed if, you have to 
know the history of the world to be a 
money changer. A peculiar part of the 
business is the reshipment of coins 
back to the countries whence they 
eame. Often during the rush season 
one firm sends back a million cols,

| after 1827, various instances are on 
tecord up to 1886 when a man con- 
victed of robbery from the person wits 
slowly pawaded through the principal 
street of Saltash “with bare back and 
flogged at the cart’s tall, to which one 
of his hands was lashed at either side. 
Two men, armed with cat-o -nine-tails, 
laid on heavily and were scolded 
by the beadle or crier in uniform for 
not hitting harder.” The punishment 
was sometimes reduced to 4 farce 
when the administrating hand had 
been well “oiled” or belonged to’ a 
soft hearted officer of justice, 28 in a 
case mentioned by the poet Cowper 
where the thief was the only one con 
cerned who suffered nothing. 

A youth had stolen some ironwork | 
at Olney. “Being convicted, " gays 
Cowper, “he was ordered to be whip- 
ped, which operation he underavent af 
the cart’s tail, from the stone bouse to 
the high arch and back again. Ile 
seemed to show great fortitude, but it 
was all an imposition upon the public. 
The beadle who performed it had fille “ld | 
his left hand with red ocher, tO ED | 
which after every stroke he drew the 
lash of his whip, leaving the appear: 
ance of a wound upon the s&in, but fn 
reality not hurting him at all.

MAORI TRADITIONS. 
Legends and Customs of the Natives 
of New Zealand. 

Many traditions of the Maoris of 
New Zealand indicate true refinement 
of feeling. That of Niwareka, or’Great 
Delight, is one of these and represents 
a gentle Maori ntaiden, beautiful and 
modest, who, thongh deeply loving her 
bridegroom, yet shudders at the bar- 
barity of his people and at his delight 
in bloodshed and cruelty, Unable. to 
bear the sights and sounds around her, 
she passes from-his embrace and seeks 
the shadows of another world. Only 
through great suffering and sacrifice 
does her young husband, unable to. bear 
his solitary lot, redeem her from the 
shades. This beautiful legend is bound 
up with the origin ofthe custom of the 
tattoo, an ordeal which the lover was 
compelled to endure that he might 

realize the nature of suffering. 

One of the finest legends of old Mao- 
ri romance relates how 2 danughter-of 
the heavens condescends to dwell with 
man, but, repelled by his rudeness 
and want of sympathy, ascends again 
to the skies, carrying ‘with her her 
earth born child.’ Her husband is only 
able to reach her and regain her love 
by “climbing upward, not by earthly 
tendrils, but by those which, descend- 
ing from the heavens, .have-taken root 
in earth.” 

One curious feature of the domestic 
life of the New Zealand natives is that 
the old women are led to betieve that
